A Boston paper says that farms, gardens and orchards in 


(he eastern part of Massachusetts arc being ravaged by a new 
nest, "the otherwise respectable people who lour the country 
in automobiles and lill them with produce which they delib- 
erately: steal."

The account says this practi$&lm become so common that 


farmers arc joining with the A'filbmubilc Legal Association in 
an attempt toslop'it. The names of some oil'ciulcrs have been 
obtained and it is possible dial lliere will be prosecutions, 
although the farmers dislike to resorl to such methods unless 
they are actually obliged to as a mailer of self-pro Ice I ion. 
In 


some cases fanners have come in contact with ollcndcrs, 
whom they found to be people of good standing in (heir com- 
munities, and who expressed surprise that farmers should 
object to their taking small quantities of crops and 
fruits 


growing near the roads. 


While without doubt many aulomobilists who indulge in 


these marauding excursions know exactly what they are doing 
and do nol need to be reminded that they arc stealing, it is 
probably true that many others arc iimocent of intentional 
wrongdoing. They belong to l.lie large class of people who 
imagine that the farmer's crops cosl him nothing. There arc 
many >vho have no realization of what it means to grow a 
cropj and who feel whenTiding through a rural section where 
crops and fruits arc abundant that il is no more wrong to help 
themselves than il would be to pick a quantify of wild berries. 


But the fact remains [hat the trouble is serious in the vicin- 


ity of most cities, causing the fanners and gardeners much 
'annoyance and subslanlial losses. 
Many of the pilferers do 


not take much, bul there are so many of them that (he total 
pickings amount to a great deal, anil (he farmers are not lo be 
blamed for objecting lo the practice, which appears io be on 
the increase. , Similar trouble has been experienced in past 
years, but this'year il is more prevalent than ever, in the vicin- 
ity of Boston at leasl, and il may be necessary lo bring the law 
(o'bear for (he protection of-those who are victimized by the 
raiders.'j 


' 1'iv recent years fences along Ihe highways have been dis- 


carded in many localities and il is ciisy lo understand how an 
automobile parly from a cily 'may fed lhal a few ears of corn. 
a few potatoes or oilier vegetables or fruils would never be 
missed by the owner, and what one party lakes might not be 
But' when (here are processions of,snch parlies and large num- 
bers of (hem halt for their "bil" il connls up, and the fanner:; 
are nol to bc;bla'med for -their unwillingness to sland the 
imposition, 


The remedy 'would seem !o be to fully post fields, gardens 


and orchards, forbidding all Irespnssing, and lo follow dis- 
obedience of (he warnings with prosecution. A few proseo i- 
lions well advcrlised would undoubledly have a deterrent el- 
fecl, as the fines imposed would in most cases add more to the 
cost of living lhan the high prices people are compelled to 
pay al the markets.
